SUMMARY: UK DELEGATION HAS CIRCULATED DRAFT PAPER ON NEW 
PROPOSALS WHICH IS CURRENTLY UNDER CONSIDERATION BY THE 
NINE AS A NATIONAL CONTRIBUTION TO NATO PREPARATIONS FOR 
BELGRADE. ACTION REQUEST: WE WOULD APPRECIATE WASHINGTON'S 
PRELIMINARY COMMENTS, IF POSSIBLE, IN TIME FOR JUNE 9 
POLADS MEETING. END SUMMARY. 

1. UK DELEGATION HAS CIRCULATED THE POLLOWING DRAFT PAPER 
AS A NATIONAL CONTRIBUTION AND HAS EMPHASIZED TO US THAT 
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THE PAPER IS SUBJECT TO FURTHER REFINEMENT DURING PUTURE 
EC-NINE DISCUSSIONS. CIRCULATION OF THIS PAPER IS, HOW- 
EVER, INTENDED TO HELP MAINTAIN MOMENTUM OF NATO'S PRE- 
BELGRADE PREPARATIONS AND WE BELIEVE IT WOULD BE USEPUL IF 
DEPARTMENT COULD PROVIDE EARLY, IP ONLY PRELIMINARY 
REACTIONS. 

2. COMMENT: IN GENERAL, WE NOTE THAT UK PAPER FOLLOWS US 
THINKING ON NEW PROPOSALS, THOUGH IT REFERS TO THE POS- 
SIBLE "NEED POR TACTICAL REASONS TO PUT FORWARD PROPOSALS 
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WHICH ARE LIKELY TO BE UNACCEPTABLE TO SOME EASTERN COUN- 
TRIES," AN IDEA WHICH WE HAVE NOT FAVORED. NOT SURPRIS- 
INGLY, UK DRAFT ALSO HAS FAVORABLE MENTION OF BELGIAN 
PAPER ON HUMAN RIGHTS, ABOUT WHICH WE ALSO HAVE RESERVA- 
TIONS REF C. 

3. ACTION REQUEST: AT INITIAL DISCUSSION OF UK PAPER AT 
JUNE 9 POLADS, WE COULD CONTINUE TO DRAW ON EXIS- 
TING GUIDANCE (E. G., REF C), BUT WOULD APPRECIATE ANY 
ADDITIONAL TALKING POINTS ON CONCEPT AND STRUCTURE 
WHICH DEPARTMENT MIGHT HAVE. 

BEGIN TEXT: 

NEW PROPOSALS FOR BELGRADE 

GENERAL 

1 . THIS PAPER CONTAINS A CATALOGUE OF PROPOSALS, SOME OF 
WHICH MIGHT BE TABLED BY WESTERN COUNTRIES AT BELGRADE. AS 
SUGGESTED IN PARAGRAPH 6 OP THE WORKING GROUP'S PAPER 
"NEW PROPOSALS: A POSSIBLE APPROACH", A NUMBER OF THE PRO- 
POSALS COULD BE ACCOMPANIED OR PRECEDED, BY "EXPLANATORY 
NOTES". NO ATTEMPT HAS BEEN MADE TO DRAFT ANY OF THESE 
FOR INCLUSION IN THIS PAPER. 

2. NOR IS THIS PAPER PRIMARILY CONCERNED WITH THE PUNDA- 
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MENTAL QUESTION OF OVERALL TACTICS ON TABLING NEW PROPOSALS 
AT BELGRADE. BUT IT MAY BE WORTH BEARING IN MIND:- 

(A) THE POSSIBILITY THAT THE EAST WILL REFUSE TO CONSIDER 
ANY NEW PROPOSALS AT BELGRADE, AT LEAST INITIALLY. THEIR 
CURRENT LINE IS THAT THESE SHOULD BE REFERRED POR DECISION 
TO INDIVIDUAL GOVERNMENTS BY THE BELGRADE MEETING. THIS 
COULD BECOME A DEVICE FOR STALLING ON NEW PROPOSALS IN- 
DEFINITELY. 

(B) WE NEED TO AVOID WEIGHING THE NUMBER AND LENGTH OP OUR 
NEW PROPOSALS TOO HEAVILY IN FAVOR OF BASKET III, AND 
SHOULD SECURE AS MUCH A BALANCE AS POSSIBLE BETWEEN THOSE 
WE PUT FORWARD IN EACH OF THE THREE BASKETS. 

(C) IDEALLY PROPOSALS WE PUT FORWARD SHOULD BOTH BE OF 
GENUINE IMPORTANCE TO SECURING MORE EFPECTIVE IMPLEMEN- 
TATION IN THE LIGHT OF OUR EXPERIENCE SO FAR AND ALSO HAVE 
AT LEAST A REASONABLE CHANGE OF ACCEPTANCE BY THE EAST. IN 
PRACTICE, THIS WILL OF COURSE BE PAR PROM EASY TO ACHIEVE. 

WE MAY ALSO NEED FOR TACTICAL REASONS TO PUT FORWARD PRO- 
POSALS WHICH ARE LIKELY TO BE UNACCEPTABLE TO SOME EASTERN 
COUNTRIES. 
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(D) IN CONSIDERING NEW PROPOSALS, WE SHOULD LOOK FAVOR- 
ABLY AT PROPOSALS DIRECTED TO THE BETTER IMPLEMENTATION OE 
THE EINAL ACT, BUT UNEAVORABLY AT ANY WHICH WOULD CHANGE 
OR DISTRACT ATTENTION EROM IT. 

3. WHILE IN ORDER TO MAINTAIN THE OVERALL BALANCE IT IS 
IMPORTANT THAT WE SHOULD IF POSSIBLE PUT EORWARD A NUMBER 
OE PROPOSALS IN BASKET I, THE AREA OF THE PRINCIPLES IS 

ONE WHICH NEEDS TO BE APPROACHED WITH EXTREME CAUTION.THEY 
REPRESENT AN EXTREMELY DELICATE AND HARD FOUGHT BALANCE, 
AND ARE AN AREA IN WHICH THE EAST ARE ARGUABLY EVEN MORE 
SENSITIVE THAN IN BASKET III. ANY ATTEMPT TO INTRODUCE ANY 
CONEIDENTIAL 
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ADDITIONS HERE WILL BE GRIST TO THE MILL OE SOVIET ACCUSA- 
TIONS THAT THE WEST IS TRYING TO "RE-WRITE THE EINAL ACT". 

IT MIGHT ALSO LEAD TO SOVIET ATTEMPTS TO SECURE ADDITIONAL 
TEXTS STRENGTHENING THEIR INTERPRETATION OE PRINCIPLES OF 
PARTICULAR INTEREST TO THEM. 

4. HOWEVER, AS THE BELGIAN PAPER ON HUMAN RIGHTS STATES, 

THE PRINCIPLE OE GREATEST INTEREST TO US, HUMAN RIGHTS, IS 
IN SOME WAYS IN A SPECIAL POSITION. IN CONTRAST TO THE 
NEGATIVE IDEAS OE ABSTENTION EMBODIED IN MOST OF THE 
OTHER PRINCIPLES, IT CONTAINS A SPECIEIC UNDERTAKING BY 
PARTICIPANTS TO lOINT ACTION (SUB-PARAGRAPH 6 - "THEY WILL 
CONSTANTLY RESPECT THESE RIGHTS AND FREEDOMS IN THEIR MU- 
TUAL RELATIONS AND WILL ENDEAVOR JOINTLY AND SEPARATELY... 
TO PROMOTE UNIVERSAL AND EEEECTIVE RESPECT EOR THEM"). WE 
SHOULD THEREEORE ARGUE THAT THIS GIVES A SPECIAL MANDATE 
TO CONSIDER TEXTS WHICH WILL FURTHER SUCH COOPERATION. THE 
PRINCIPLE OE COOPERATION AMONG STATES IS SIMILARLY PLACED, 
BUT IT IS UNLIKELY THAT WE SHALL WISH TO TABLE ANY PROPO- 
SALS ON IT.

THE QUESTION OF A PROPOSAL ON RELIGIOUS LIBERTIES, COVER- 
ING E. G., NO HARASSMENT FOR EXERCISE OF RELIGIOUS RIGHTS 
AND INCREASED CONTACTS BETWEEN INDIVIDUAL CHURCH MEMBERS IN 
DIFFERENT COUNTRIES, HAS ALSO BEEN DISCUSSED. THE PROBLEM 
IS THAT WHILE THIS COULD BE USEFUL, THE RELATIVELY BRIEF
